to behold. Their military step would 
have done credit to the soldiers of the 
iar army. 

Leaving the farm we wended our 

way back toward Lanoaster, reaching 

the town about six o'clock, and having 

all the nuts we Id conveniently

mile tramp over hill and dale, we 
were more than repaid by the grandeur 
of the scenes observed, the invigor- 
ating atmosphere inhaled, and the 
ipplyof nuts that tilled ourbag 
and basket.
